Fire Chief's Report 


As the year 1968 came to a close, your fire department re- 
sponded to fewer fire calls than in any previous year. Fire pre- 
vention education continues to be of prime importance within 
our community. Cleaning attics, cellars, and chimneys, inspect- 
ing furnaces, and electrical wiring are a few examples of pre- 
ventive measures each of us can check each year as we strive to 
make our community a safer place in which to live. 


The major expense within the department was acquiring a 
new engine for the Chevrolet truck which was installed and guar- 
anteed by Frank Bacon. 


The volunteers of the M. F. D. acquired a two-way radio 
which is installed in the Chevrolet truck. While responding to a 
fire we will be able to communicate to a base station radio which, 
at the present time, is located at the Milan P. O. I believe this 
will provide faster and more adequate service and make our fire 
department more effective. 


As fire chief of the M. V. F. D. I would like to thank the 
volunteers who have served and made the department a success. 
‘Your continued support will be greatly appreciated by the newly 
appointed chief.

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Report Of Police Department 


During the year 1968, our department was faced with 364 
complaints, many of which were of the unpleasant nature that 
a police officer hopes never to face. The experience and training 
that our department has had, has enabled us to better handle 
these situations. 


You will notice that our budget has been increased to 
$1,200.00 for 1969. As of this writing, we believe that the New 
Hampshire Highway Safety Agency will match these funds on 
a 50-50 basis, thus enabling us to better serve the public. 


It is my opinion that the time has come for the Milan voters 
to start thinking about a full time Police Chief. Conditions are 
such that it is no longer possible to do this job efficiently on a 
part time basis. A rough figure for a full-time Chief, plus ex- 
penses, would be approximately $7,500.00 per year. We would 
also need to keep our special police to assist the Chief. 


It is quite possible for the New Hampshire Highway Safety 
Agency to give one-half of this figure for a term of three years, 
after which time, the Town would bear the full cost. 


We hope the voters of Milan will give this some serious 
thought. 


We wish to thank the citizens of Milan for their coopera- 
tion given us in the past.

To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 
Your School Board is recommending that the sum of $96,928.32 
be raised and appropriated for the support of schools in 1969-70. 
In addition, the School Board is requesting District action in re- 
gards to a transportation problem that carries an appropriation 


of $2,127.50. 
WARRANT 


Thhe District will act on two warrants. One calls for ballot 
voting for school officials at the town meeting. The other is for 
District affairs. This warrant contains articles that deserve spe- 
cial comment. 


Article 4. The District has reduced the 1965-66 Tuition Ac- 
count from $22,375.67 to $2,767.68. Article 4 provides for the 
final payment. Needless to say, the School Board urges pass- 
age of this article.

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In 1968-69, we budgeted $40,000 for tuition. We estimate that 
this amount will be $3,000 short of meeting this obligation. 


In the proposed budget we have increased teacher salary bud- 
get items by $1,600.00. Although this is'a substantial increase, the 
amount paid Milan teachers is low compared with other area 
schools. 


Our proposed budget also shows an increase for custodial 
services. The custodian is doing an excellent job and is entitled 
to an adequate salary. - 


TRANSPORTATION 

From time to time the School Board receives requests for 
additional transportation services. As the District is under a three 
year transportation contract, changes are difficult to make within 
any contract period, especially if additional money is required. 
Your School Board recommends that if an additional service is 
approved that all citizens in similar situations receive the same 
benefits. 

The transportation article requests bus service for all pupils 
living three-tenths of a mile from school or to a school bus pick- 
up point. Your School Board has encouraged citizens requesting 
additional bus service to appear at the Annual Meeting. 


In fairness to all concerned, this article needs a fair and im- 
partial discussion before a decision is made by the voters. Your 
School Board will not speak for or against the article. 


To guide the voter the following state law governs trans- 
portation: 


189.6 Transportation of Pupils. 


The District shall furnish transportation to all pupils below 
the ninth grade who live more than two miles from the school to 
which they are assigned; but when it shall appear that children 
live in homes so remote from schools or regular school transpor- 
tation routes that the cost of transportation would constitute an 
unreasonable expense, the school board may, at the expense of the 
District, board the child near a public school; provided, that the 
parent or guardian may appeal to the commissioner with proposals 
for transportation by himself or by another, or with other solu- 
tions, and the order of the commissioner shall be final. 

189.7 Pupils Under Fourteen Years of Age. 


The District shall furnish transportation as provided in sec- 
tion 6 to all pupils under the age of fourteen years in grades above 
the eighth. In Districts not maintaining a high school, in which 
the school board thas neglected or refused to furnish further in- 
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struction in the schools of the District as provided in section 29 
of chapter 194, RSA, the District shall furnish to such pupils rea- 
sonable transportation to an approved high school, 

189.8 Limitations and Additions. 


Pupils entitled to transportation may be required to walk a 
distance not exceeding one and one-half miles to an established 
transportation line or a school bus line, the vehicle, route, and 
schedule of which shall have been approved by the state board of 
education, or of one mile to other transportation. The school 
board may furnish transportation to pupils in grades above the 
eighth or to any. pupils residing less than two miles from the 
school to which they are assigned, when it finds that this is de- 
sirable, and shall furnish it when directed by the commissioner 
of education.

The following Immunizations were administered to pre-school 
and school children: Measles 27, Polio 9, Diphtheria, Whooping 
Cough and Tetanus 11, Smallpox 7. Heaf testing was done on 24 
children. Three children attended the Pediatric-Cardiology Clinics 
in Lancaster, and six children attended the Crippled Children’s 
Clinics in Berlin. 
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The opportunity to receive the benefits of medical science and 
enjoy good health has become a basic human right. 


Today, your community is faced with the challenge of chronic 
illness and especially with the need to provide a gamut of sup- 
portive services for people in their homes. To meet the challenge, 
Public Health Nursing services must be available in your com- 
munity.
